Tie Relative Speed of Fast Trains on Rabbi Sonneschein, of St. Louis, lately | | 
Railways. merican | 


A critical examination of the speed of the 
English railway trains, writes a correspor- 
dent, does not sustain the commonly accept- 
ed notion of their great velocity. nor prove 
that in accelerating speed whict 
was to be looked for in the country where 
the railway was born and cradeled. The 
famous ing Dutchman, on the Great 
Western way, aakes the run from Lon- 
don to Exeter 104 miles, in four hours and 
fourteen minutes. With four stops tt attains 
a speed of almost forty-six miles an hour, 
A train on the Great Northern road, the 
Leeds express” does better. It makes the 
distance from London to Leeds, 187 miles, 
in four hours—almost forty-seven miles an 
hour, with four . The train carrying 
the Irish mail 8 over the London 
and North western linc and dubbed years 
ago, The Wild Irishman,” has now sunk in- 
to com ve obscurity with its rate of a 
little less than forty miles an hour. The 
compe ition over several of the t linns 
to the populous Scotch cities leads to some 
fast schedules. ‘The morning express on the 
Great Northern road makes only four sto 
along the line from London to Edinburgh, 
305 miles, and flies over the whole distance 
in nine hours, with an average rate of almost 
forty-four miles an hour; and on the Mid- 
land line the night Scotch express runs the 
425 miles to Glasgow with a speed of forty 
and one-half miles an hour, 


These are the four swifteat trains in Eng- 
land, and as will be seen, the Leeds ex . 
with its rate of forty-seven miles an hour, 
is the fleetest of them all. Three out of the 
four trains probably beat the running time 
‘for the same distance on any other road in 
the world. They are all, however, far out- 
stripped for a shorter distance by the train 
on the nsylvania railway which leaves 
Jersey ‘eted.10 p. m., and makes the 
run of about eight miles to Phila. 
delphia in one hand with one 
— at Trenton. The 52 8-10 miles an hour 

e by this American train is probably 
without a parallel in the schedule time of 
any tailway company on the globe. It may 
be mentioned that the fast trains e 
on by the Pennsylvania and V ilt 
roads between New York and Chicago com- 
pare well as to the time wiih the long runs 
on the English and Scotch lines, and more 
than — them as to distance. On both 
the American and English system of rail- 
ways it mast. also be remem that for 
short stretches of straight track, with good 


road bed and favorable grades, a speed of. 


sixty miles — more an hour is = very un- 
comnion. The ordinary time of passenger 
trains on the British railways does not vary 
much, if any, from the « of the corres- 
ponding trains on our steel-railed lines— 
about thirty dive miles an hour for express 
and twe ty-five for occommodation trains.

BURNED ALIVE { 


The Horrible Fate of 4 Pamily in 


Early Friday morning last the horrible and 


almost incredible intelligence feached this 


village of « frightful catastrophe that had oc- 
curred in the township of Huntingdon the 
previous night, hy which a woman, her three 
children, and a half. sister, had perished by 


that moat frightful of all deatha—fire. The 


report was too surely authenticated, however, 


hy parties who had arrived from the sone of 
the tragic event on their way hack to some of 


the shanties for friends of the unfortunate 
family, and the harrewing particulars were 


soon learned. The house where the terrible 


holocaust occurred wan a mall frame building 
situated on ſot 18, 7th concession of Hunt- 
ingdon, some twelve or tourteen miles south- 
cant of this village, in the direction of Thamas- 
burg. The family consisted of John Moreland,

Moreland's half sister, 
Stxannah Douglas (a young woman ahont 15 
vents of age) to take charge of the children, 
Among the purchases waa five gallons of coal

The 
nerty returned home ahout midnight, and 
found Misa Donglas and some of the children 
up awaiting their arrival. After partakin 
of auer, they sat talking for „ time, — 
were anddenly anrprised hy the loud bursting 
o the demijohn which contained the oil, al. 
lowing the liquid to pour over the floor They 
haatily proenred two paila which were handy 
and aeanred ahont three ont of the five gallons. 
The natia were bet aside near the wall, the oil 
on the floor was ewept up with a broom, the 
greater portion of it disappearing through 
creeks in the floor. With a view to getting 
rid of the laat of it, however, VanAllan lit a 
watch and ignited it. He allowed a small 
anace to burn off, and then extingwixhed the 
fire with hia foat, after whieh be lighted an - 
other shot, which wan eubsequently mot her- 
d. and these very dangerons operations appear 
to hare heen repeated several times. At 
leneth Moreland lighted « piece of paper from 
the little fire which VanAllan was watching, 
and with it ignited several epota on the floor

mouths before we have gone many rods. 
Some animals, such as the dog and the fox, 
do open their mouths and t while run- 
ning, but they do this to cool themselves, 
not because they can not get air enough 
through their noses. 

I found ence, through a sad experience 
with a pet dog, that dogs must die if their 
nostrils become e ee They will breathe 
through their mouth only while it is forcibly 
held open; if left to themselves they always 
breathe through the nose. 


So, possibly, we are intended to take all 
our breath through the nose, unless neces- 
sity drives us to breathe through the mouth. 

ere are many other reasons why we 
ought to make our noses furnish all the air 
to our lungs. One is, the nose is filled with 
a little forest of hair, which is alwa 
moist, like all the inner surfaces of the nose, 


and particles of dust that would otherwise 
and make trouble, are 


rush into the lungs

longer, and smaller, and more crooked than 


that of the mouth, so that as it passes

h them the air becomes warm. But 
these are only a few reasons = the nose 
ought not to be switched off and left idle, 
a so many noses are, while their owners go 
puffing through their mouths.

Styles im Canes. 


An interviewed cane merchant said : 
“Styles in canes? Why, they change almost 
us often as the cut of women’s dresses does. 
I have been in this business since it was es- 
tablished by my father in 1841, and since 
that time I have learned that new shapes in 
sticks must be invented every year. A good 
cane is an old man’s friend and a handsome 
one is a young man’s pride. One might as 
well be out of the world as out of the fash- 
ion, and the young man nowadays who 
doesn't a ‘crook’ may aa well go to the 
nearest dock and throw himself into the 
river. When I say ‘crook’ Imean the latest 
thing out in canes. It is in mmilar shape 
to the curved-handle stick, which has always 
been in vogue, but generally carried by old 
a There are two styles, the shep- 

erd’s crook, shaped like a fish hook, and 
the Zulu crook, a plain curved handle. Both 
styleporiginated on the other side, as do 
most of the fasten in canes, The Zulu is 


from Paris, aud the Shepherd from London.
